It is 27 l-10th years for males, and 
22 8-lOths for females ; so the nsual differ- 
ence between the ages of husband and wife 
is a little over five years. The census

The white population of this State con- 
sists of 69,792 foreign born; 870,402 Amer- 
ican born, of whom 721,670 are Kcntucki- 
ans. The number of those who are not na- 
tive is an indication of prosperity perhaps 
ae positive as any that could be conceived. 
It shows the attractiveness of our climate 
and the advantages to be gained by a resi- 
dence in the State. 

As might be expected, the farmers and 
farm laborers constitute nearly half the 
population of the State. The number of 
cititens enumerated by occupations is put 
at 267,218. Of this number 147,604 are en- 
gaged in farming. Next to them rank com- 
mon laborers, numbering 26,770. These 
are the producers of absolute necessaries. 
The next in rank is the occupation that 
provides a shelter. The carpenters number 
5,85f , stone and brick masons, 1,158. Our 
next is the furnishers of covering for the 
body, who number about 6,000, the tailors 
and tailoresses being not half equal in 
numbers to the seamstresses. This is ex- 
plained by the large amount of Eastern 
made goods worn in Kentucky. The shoe- 
are 2,380, and the hatters only 114, 
looks very much as if we had a great 
of feet or a remarkable scarci- 
ty of headr. We number 103 professional 
knitters (not spinsters.) There are about 
10,000 merchants and merchants clerks; 
1,123 millers grind the wheat and corn for 
them, and only 277 bakers bake it into 
bread. The workers in iron number about 
6,000, two thirds nearly of whom are black- 
smiths. We are waitad on by «,*H9 ser- 
vants; doctored by 2, 1.0 physicians; defend- 
ed by 1,190 lawyer*, taught kf '.!,•, 17 teach- 
ers, and preached toby 1,100 clergymen.

Sam Slick said that Nova Scotia was like 
turtle soup, the most valuable portion be- 
ing beneath the surface, lie, of coarse, re- 
ferred to the mineral wealth of the prov-

would ever become one of the prominent 
gold-ptoduciag countries of the earth. It 
was then known (hat the province was ex- 
tremely rich in coal, iron, copper, marble, 
gypsum, and other valuable products of a 
tr, but it was not supposed 
it had its gold fields, ae important, if 
aot as exteasive, as those of California 
and Australia. 

The last number of the Atlaatic Monthly 
contains an interesting paper under the 
heading of this art tola. Ia apening, the 
writer says l 

It will probably be thought a start ling 
statement by the good people of ear staid 
Northern metropolis — certainly those whose 
attention has not been called to the recent 
developments on this subject — that within 
thirty-six hours travel from our owa doors, 
by conveyance as safe aad even luxurious 
as any ia the world, there exist veias of 
aurifisrous quarts, practically inexhaust- 
ible ia extent, teeming throughout with 
virgin gold of a standard of almost abee- 
lute purity, aad yielding a return to the 
labors of the scientific miner, rivaling, if 
aot fairly si

The principal statistics of the paper ia 
question are derived from official provincial 
and geological reports, with "Remarks oa 
the Gold-bearing region of Nova Scotia, ' 
by Prof. Ben, B.llimea, Jr, of Tale Col- 
lege—not to speak of the incontrovertible 



The gold fields are scattered aloag the 
entire southeastern coast of the Province 
from Cape Sable oa the west to Cape Cease 
on the eest, a distance of about two hundred 
and fifty miles. This coast is fringed with 
hard slaty rocks— state aad saadstoat ia 
lteraetioBS-deposited on the 



grandest possible scale, aad, when strati- 
fied, always standing at a high eagle. 
None of the hills are of great elevation, the 
highest of them not being over five hundred 
feet above the level of the sea.

Profes- 
sor Chase remarks that the average yield 
will compare favorably with that of either 
Australia or California, while some of the 
maximum yields indicate ores of unsur- 
passed richness." 

In the system thus far pursued in sepa- 
rating the gold from the refuse matter, 
there has been great waste, notwithstand- 
ing which a more than average yield has 
been obtained. Under careful experiment* 
made by Professor Silliman. the quarts 
yielded as high as (176 49 to the tua. The 
extreme purity of this gold makes it on aa 
average worth over $20 per ounce, and 
"taking the average yield,' says Mr. Ham- 
ilton, the late gold commissioner, "these

Look to thb Bidboom.— If two persons 
are to occupy a bedroom during a night, let 
them step upon weighing scales as they ra- 
ti re, and then again in the morning, and thsy 
will find their actual weight to be at least 
a pound less in the morning. Frequently 
there will be a lees of two or more pounds, 
and the average loss throughout the year 
will be more than one pound. That is, dur- 
ing the night there is a loos of a pound of 
matter which has gone off 



partly from the lungs and partly from the 
pores of the skin. The escaped material 
is carbonic acid and decayed animal matter, 
or poisooous exhalatioas. This is diffused 
through the air in part, and in part ab- 
sorbed by the bedclothes. If a single ounce 
of wool or cotton be burned in a room, it 
will so completely saturate the air with 
smoke, that one can hardly breothe, though 
there can only be an ounce of foreign moo- 
ter in the air. If an ounce of cotton be 
burned every half hour during the sight, 
the air will bo kept continually saturated 
with smoke, unless there can be an opcm 
door or window for it to escape. Now the 
sixteen ounoes of smoke thus formed ia 
far loss poisonous than the sixteen exhala- 
tions from the lungs and bodies of the two 
persons who have lost a pound ia 
during the eight hours 
whils the dry smoke is mainly taken into 
the lungs, the damp odors from the body 
are absorbed both into the lungs aad iato 
the pores of the whole body.

The white servants who bad sold their ser- 
vice for a term of years to pay for their pea 
sage froie Europe, were so much in the haoit 
of runulag sway, that the printers derived sn 
important part of their revenue from adver- 
tising them. Franklin once surgealed a 
Bjugbt Servant's Insurance compauy, to mill 
gate this evil. Probably, It waa the extreme 
difficulty ot inducing the servants ol this de 
acriptloa to serve out their time, that led to 
the discontinuance of the system. Before 
1750, nearly the whole internsl commerce ol 
Pennsylvania wng performed by meaaa ol pack- 
mules. I a 177S, tbere were only a score or 
two of pleasure vehicles la tbe province, aad 
every one of ibexn was recogulasd as aa ac-

It was hoped that the vener*"]e Gen. Scott 
would be present on this occasion, but the 
veteran soldier lelt blre^c.f unable to undergo 
the fstigoe of intending » » , " bl ! e »n»etlog. 

The procession was formed about 1 o'clock, 
near the Library, m l proceeded to the stand, 
where it* arriv I w»--mnouLced by tie firing 
of a national salu :e. The meeting waB opened 
by General Andersen, who called upon Pro- 
fessor Freocb to offer pwyer. At the con- 
rlusion of the prayer, Professor French said 
thst he nsd been requested to beg the audi- 
ence to refrain from applause, as the occasion 
was one of intense solemnity and sacred in- 
terest to all the officers. The request was re- 
peated by the Urge assembly, numbering at 
least three tboutand persons, although a slight 
attempt was made to applaud the orator when 
he came forward to deliver his address. 

At the conclusion of the Proiessor's re- 
marks the band play d " ilail Columbia " 
MaJ.-Gen. McCkllan was then introduced by 
Gen. Anderson. He spok c as follows:

All nations have day* sacred to the remem- 
brance of Joy and grief. They have thacks- 
giving for success; tasting and prayer in the 
hour of humiliation and defeat; triumph and 
peana to greet the liviag laurel-crowned Vic- 
ton. They have obsequies and eulogies for 
the warrior alain in the field of haul*, ouch 
fa the dnty we are to perform tc-day The 
poetry, the histories, the orttiona of antiquity, 
all resound wi!h the clang of arms. They 
dwell rather upon the rouifh de*ds of war than 
the gentle act* of peace. They have presented 
to us the names of heroes and the memory of 
their deeds even to this die 'At. t day. Oar own 
Old Testament teems with the narration of 
brave actions and berck deaths of Jewish pa 
triots; while the New Testr-ment of our meek 
end sufferire .Saviour often selects the 
soldier and Lis weapons to np'.f? and illus- 
trate religious heroism and duty. Thr^e stories 
of the actions of ;be d«ad have triqaent- 
ly survived in Lbc Lpse of ages the uames of 
Chose whose fall was comm mctd centuries 
ago. But, although we have not now tbe 
namee of all she bruve meu w>.o fought and 
fell upo* 1 tbe plain of Marathon, and in the 
pass of Thermopylae and on the hill* of Pales- 
tine, we have not lost the memory of their ex 
ample*. As long as the waxni hi ood courses 
in the veins o' man, as long as the human 
heart beau high cud quick at the recital of 
brave deeds and patriotic sacrifices, so loug 
will tbe lesson still incite generous m en to 
emulate tbe heroism of the past Amcmg the 
Greeks it was the custom thai the f.-.herol the 
moat valiant of the slain should promaocc 
the eulogies of tbe dead. Sometimes it devolv- 
ed upon the great statesmen and orators to per- 
form this painful duty. Would that * new 
Demosthenes or a second Pericles wonld arise 
and uke my place to day; for he would hod a 
theme worthy of bis most brilliant powers, of 
his most touching eloquence. 1 stand here 
now not as an orator, but a« the whilom com- 
mander of the moat valiant dead — as their 
comrade, too, on many a hard-fought field 
against domestic and foreign foes, in earl? 
youth and mature manhood— moved by all 
the love that David felt when be poured forth 
his lament* 1 ! jus for tbe migb'.y father and 
son who fell on Mount Uilbo*. God knows 
that David's love for Jonathan was no 
more deep tbsn mine for tbe tried friends of 
many long and eventful vesrr, whose names 
are to be recard-d upon the structure that ia 
to rite where we stand. Would that bis 
mere than mortal tl^queuce could grace my 
lips and do ju -lice to the theme! We bsve 
met to-day, my comrade*, to do honor to our 
own dead; brothers united to us by tbe closest 
and dearest ties, who bsve freely given their 
lives for their country in this wsr, so just snd 
righteous', so long as its purpose is to crush 
rebellion and to rave our ra'ion from the in- 
finite evils of dismemberment. 8nch sn oc- 
casion ss this should call forth tbe deepest 
and noblest emotions of our nature pride, 
sorrow snd prayer; pride that our country has 
possessed such sonr; sorrow that she baa lost 
them; prayer that she may have, others like 
them, that we and our succeafor* may adorn 
her annals as they have done, and that when 
our parting hour arrive*, whenever and bow 
ever It may be, our souls may be prepared for 
the great change. We have met and assembled 
to conoecrate a cenotaph, which etjall remind 
children'* children in the distant future of 
their father'* s ruggle in the days of the great 
rebellion. This monument is to pe rpetuate 
the memory of s pinion oaly of those who 
have fallen (or the nation in this unhappy 
wsr. It is dedicated to the rffi;er* 
and soldiers of the regular army, ssYei this 
is done in no cla-s or exclusive spirit, 
and is the act we remember with rev- 
erence and love our comrade* of the volunteers 
wbo bsve so gloriously 'ought and fallen by 
our side. Each Slate will no doubt commem- 
orate in a more filling way tbe services ot its 
sons, wbo abandoned tbe avocations of pmcs 
and abed their blood in the ranks of the volun- 
teers. How richly they have earned a na*4o /* 
love, a nation'* gra'.ltude; with what heroism 
they bare confronted death, have wrested vie 
tory from e ntnbb *ra toe, and have illustrated 
defeat, it well becomes me to say, for It has 
been my lot to command them In m my * san- 
guinary field. I know that 1 bu: ecbo the feel 
ing of ths regular army wben I award the 
high credit they deserve to their bra re breth- 
ren of tbe volunteers Bui we of the regular 
army have no Ststcs to look to for the honor 
due our dsad. We ba'.onu lo tbe whole coun- 
try, and can nei-ber exp-ct nor desire tbe 
General Government to make a perb <ps in- 
vidious istHnrtlss in our fsver. We arc 
few in numbers, a smtll band of 
comrades, united by peculiar and very 
binding lies ; for with many of us our 
friendships were commenced in boyhood 
wben we rested here in tbe sbadiwof the 
granite hills which look down npon us where 
we stand. With others the ties of brother- 
hood were found in mure mttore years, while 
lighting among the rugged mountains and 
fertile valleys of M?xico, within besriog of 
the eternsl wavc3 ot the Pacific, or in the 
locelv grandeur of the great plain* of the 
far West. WMi oil, our love aud confidence 
have been cemented by common cautrer and 
suffering, on the toilsome march, ia the 
dreary bivouac *td amid the clash of arms, 
aud in the pies»nc9 of death, on score* of 
bAttlehe'.ds. Win. Point, witU her larue 
heart, udop.a us all — graduates and those ap- 
pointed from civT. lile, officers and privs'e*. 
In her eyes we are all her children, Jealous of 
her feme and MgSf to sustain ner world- 
wide reputation. Generals and urivale sol- 
diers, men wbo have cheerfully ofj .'red oar all 
tor our dear country, we stand here before 
this shrine, ever hereafter sacred to cur dead, 
equals and broth rs in the presence of the 
common death which awaits us all — perhaps 
on the same field and at the same hour. Such 
are the ties which unite ui— tbe most en dear - 
ing which exist ainom; men, euck the rela 
tions which biud us together— tbe closes; o 
the sacred brotherhood of arms. I*. La-, 
therefore, seemed, and il is fJXigtuat we 
should erect upc.u thU spo* , so rpered t) us 
all, sn ecdurin? roonutn-iU to our dear broth 
£rs wbo have preceded us in tbe post of all 
perti sod of h >nor, « bleu it is the desuu> sj 
oisny of ijs to tread. What i« this r^ui.r 
army to trbk'b we belong* Wao were tbe 
men whose 6-*'\* ptafi: such honors from 
the living? What is Ujc c»»«c for which th y 
have laid down their »ive»r Our regular or 
j crmauenl army is the nucleus which, in 
time of peace, preserves the military tradi- 
tions of nation, as well as the or^snu Uiou, 
science and inbtru tion indisptiisable to mod 
ern armies. It may be regarded ss coeval with 
Ihe nation. It derive* it* origin fr »*i <he old 
Continental and State lines of ihe Revolution, 
whence, with some interruption aod mmy 
daogera, it bat attained iu present ondllion 
In lact, we may with propiiety go even beyond 
the Revolution to scak tue roots of onrgene 
alogical tree in the o.'d French warp, for the 
Cis-Atlaniic campaitfns cf the saveu years' 
wsr were not eontn«i to tbe **r*v men 
•calping each other by the great Itkes of 
North America;" and it was in them our 
ancestors firs; , <l as Amtricsns 

in the large a§t mkam of cvilis d vraair* 
American regimen** ii.cn fouxh*. <>u the hank* 
of Ihe St. Lawrence aud the Ohta, on the 
shore* Of Ontario and Lake George, on tbe 
islands of the Caribbean and in Hm.L Aaaeri- 
ca. Loulsberg, gaebec, Duquense, Us Marc 
and Portobelio auasi tbe vnasU of tbe pro 
vincial troops, and ia that school were e lu 
rated euch men a* \ r -shiugto*>, Pu'-nau, Lie, 
Koo'gotQery ani Gites. These, *ud pjsjsj like 
Greene, Knox, Wivne and S'xubeu were the

ly Inereased, snd of the n*w generation 
of soldiers many proved cqatl to the re 
qulreoseuU of the occaelon. Lnndy's Lane 
QiteenslowE, Platuhurg, Kew O 1 sne, *H 
bear witness to the gsltartry of th» regalsr* 
Tnen came an interval of more than twenty 
vear* of eternal peaee, m*rked by many 
changes In tbe organlr.ition and atrengtb of 
the regular army, and broken at time* by 
tedious and bloody Indian wars. Of these the 
most remarkable w*rs lbc Black Hawk war 
in which our troops met unflinchingly * foe 
s* relentless, aod far more destructive than 
the Indians— that I* -rihl* scourge, tbe cbol 
era- and the tedious Florida War, when for 
mai.v years tbe SamlnoJes eluded in the pes 
tllential swamps our utmost efforts, snd in 
wblch were dlsplsyed such traits of heroism 
as that commemorated by vour monument to 
Dade and his command, "wben all fell, ssve 
two, without an attempt to retreat." At lust 
rsme tbe Mexican war, to replac* Indian com 
bate and the monotony of the frontier service 
and for the first time in many years tbe maa- 
of the regular army was concentrated, and 
took the principle part In tbe battles »f that 
remarkable sua romantic war. Palo Alto, 
■ Mi e s and Fort Brown were the ac hie ve- 
in* nu of the regulars unaided; sad ** to 
the battles of Monterey, Buena Vtele. Vera 
Cruz, Cerro Gordo and the final triumph lo 
the Valley, none can truly aay that they 
could have been won without the regulars 
When peace crowned our victories in tbe 
capital of the Montezuma*, the army was at 
once dispersed over the loar frontier, and 
•■gaged in harassing snd dangerout wars 
with the Indians of tbe p'aina Thus thir- 
teen long years were spoil aatll the present 
wsr broke out, and the mas* of the srray was 
drawn In, to he employed against a domestic 
foe. I cannot proceed to the event* of the 
rec mt past and the present without »dvertluir 
to the KalUat men who were ao long of our 
number, bat wbo have now gone to their 
long home — for no small portion of the glory 
of which we hoist was reflected from such 
men as Tavlor, Worth, Brady, Brooks, 
Totten snd Duncan. There Is s sad story of 
Yen ill *n history that has mived many s 
heart, and often employed tbe poet's pen snd 
pslnier's pencil. It is of sn old man whose 
long life was glorious spent in the service 
of the State a* a warrior aod a alateaman, 
and whi. when hi* b*Ir was white and hi* 
feeble limbs could scarce bear hi* bent firm 
toward the crave, sttaioed tbe hlgtae i honor* 
that a clllxen could reach. He was Djge of 
Venice. Convicted of treason against the 
State, be not only lost his life, but buffered 
besides* pensl'v which will endure as long 
i ' af Venice is rem -inhered. The 
spot where bis portrait should have burg In 
ihe great hall of tbe Doge's pilace, was vailed 
with black, and there stii, rem una Hie frame, 
wilb ita black mas* of cauvas*; aod this va 
cant frame 1* tbe moe: conspicuous in th- 
loag line of dllgies of illustrious Doges. Ob! 
that acch a pall as thit which replaces the 
portrait of Malino Fallero could conceal from 
history the names of th *r, once oar com- 
rades, wbo are now la arms against the leg 
under which we fought aide by aide ia year* 
gone by. Bat no vail, bowever thick, can 
cover the anguish wLkh fills our beaxta wben 
we look back upon tbe sad memory of tbe 
pest, and recall the affection and respect we 
entertained towards men againat whom 
Il is our duty to set in mortal couabst. Would 
that the oouraire, ability, and steadfastness 
they display had beea employed iu tbe defense 
of tbe "slars srd stripes" against a foreign toe, 
rather than in the gratuitous sad unjustifiable 
rebellior, which could not have beea so long 
maintained but for tbe skill snd energy of 
there our former comrade*. Bat we have 
reason to rejoice that spoo this day, ao sacred 
and ao eventful for us, one grand old mortal 
monument of tbe past still lilt* bigb Lis 
bead smongst us, and should have graced by 
his pieaence tbe consecration of this tomb by 
hi* children. We may well be proud that we 
sre here commanded by tbe hero who pur- 
chased victory with his blood near tbe great 
water* of Niagara, wbo repeated aud 1 1 Hp* ad 
the achievements ol Cortee; wbo. although s 
consummate scd confident commander, svsr 
preferred, where duty and honor would per 
mi', tbe olive branch of peace to the blood- 
stained laurels of war, and who steeds, at the 
close of a glorious and eventful life, a llvlni 
column o' granite against which bsv* beateo 
in vain alike tbe blsadisbmeots sad storms 
of treason. Hi* name will ever be one of our 
prosdeat boast* snd most moviar aspiration*. 
Io long dint tut ages, when this Incipient move- 
ment has became venerable, moss-clad and 
perhaps ruinous, when tbe names inscribed 
upon li seem to those who pause to read them 
Indistinct mementoes of an almost mythical 
past, tbe name of Winlield Scott will atill be 
clear cat upon the memsry of all, Ilk* tbes'.lll 
frceb carving upon tbe monuments of long 
forgotten Pharaohs. But it is time to spproach 
the present. In the war which sow shakes the 
land o It- foundation, tbe regular army has 
borne a m «t honorable part. Too few in num- 
bers to act by themselves, regular regiments 
have participated in every great battle in tbe 
E ist, asd iu most of those west of tbe AU*-gba 
ntes. Their terrible loaaes and diminished 
numbers prove that they b .ve been in tb» :hick- 
m t of the flsrb ta.and the testimony of tbeir com 
rude* and commanders abow, with what us 
diunted hcroisn they have upheld their an- 
cient renown. Their vlgoroa* charges hare 
often won lbs day, and in defeat tbey have 
more than once saved tbe army from destruc- 
tion or terrible loe*es, by the obstinacy with 
which they ressted overpowering numbers. 
They can refer with pride to the part ttcv 
played upon the glorious fields of Mexico, and 
exult at tbe recollection of wbst they did st 
Manassai', Gaines' Mills, Malvern, Amielam, 
Shilob, Sione River, Gettysburg, sua th» 
great battles Jast fought from th - Riptdas to 
the Chickahomlny. They ban also j o'ct to 
tbe ofli ?ers who have risen among them and 
achieved great deeds for tbeir coaatry la thia 
war— lo tbe living warriors whose name* are 
on the nation's tongue and heart, too numer- 
ous lo be repeated here, yet not one of whom 
I could willingly omit. Bat perhaps the 
proudest cpi«ode In the history of the regular 
army Is the touching instance of fidelity on 
tbe part of tbe non-commissioned officers and 
privates, who, treacherously made prisoners 
in Tex**, resisted every temptation to incite 
them to desert tbeir fl *g. Oflered coram * 
sions in the rebel service, money and land 
freely tendered them, they all scorned tbe In- 
ducements held out to them, submitted to 
evory hardship, and wben at last exchanged, 
avenged tbemaelves on the field of battle for 
the unavailing in au Ita offered their integrity. 
History affords no brighter example of honor 
thau that of these brave men, tempted, as I 
blush to sev they were, by some of their 
former officers, who, having them- 
selves proved f ilse to their flag, endeavored to 
sedncc tbe men who bad often followed them 
to battle, and wbo* had naturally regarded 
them with respact snd love, bach is the reg- 
nlsr army— such Is iu history snd snteced 
entc — such its ofll .-era and men. Il te ds no 
herald to trumpet forth lis praises; It can 
proudly appeal to tbe numerous field*, from 
the tropics to the frosen banks ot the 8l. Law- 
rence, from the Atlantic to the Parilr, ten il- 
ia d by the blood snd whitened by M> hmes 
of its members. But I will not pause to eulo- 
gize it ly t ita deeds rpeak for iL 
They are rao-e el uu«nt than toogu^ 
of mine. Why are we hereto-day* This i« 
not tbe funeral of oos brave warrior, and 
even of the lament of death oo a angle bat- 
tle field; but lb se an* the obsequies of tbe 
it st and bravest of tbe children of the land 
wbo have fallen in actions almost nunib-.rlc *. 
many of th: m smong the m ost sa iguinary 
aud Ceap^rate of which history biara rec »rd 
Tb.srii, •• , w.ij,ge nam-;, an ! deed* wi do* 
seek to p'-rpetuaie, rendering tbem the 
highest booor ia our power, have fallen 
wherevar armed rebellion showed his frout— 
In far distant New M-*ico, la the hroA val- 
ley of tbe M 'stfsippt, on the bloody hunting 
grounds of Kentucky, in the mountain* ol 
Tennessee, amid the swamp* of Carolina in 
the fertile fl -Id- of Maryland and the blood - 
st lined thick -iso' Virginia. They were of 
all grades, from the General to the private 
and of all ages, from the grav-bairad veteraa' 
ot fi'ty years' a^rvice to the beardleas youth;

It is philosophically true that one pound 
of clear roost beef is more concentrated 
than one pound of boiled beef, 
ter in it, and hence may 
nourishment; but the more concentrated 
food ia the mora unwholesome it is, not 
on'y because it requires a greater digestive 
power to convert it into pure blood, but 
the sense of sufficiency at' meals is induced 
to a considerable extent by the bulk of 
what is taken, and if we eat concentrated 
food until there is bulk enough to remove 
the feeling of hunger, there is so much 
nutriment in it that ...iture can t extract it 
all in a perfect maimer, hence them is not 
only too much nutriment for the wants of 
the system, but all of it is imperfectly pre- 
pared, and we really get less strength and 
less pure blood out of it, than if much loss 
had been eaten, or it had been taken in a 
more bulky, or, if you please, in a mora 
watery condition. This is the reason why 
dyspeptics and others eat a great deal, but 
they do not get strong. But if there is too 
much bulk there is not enough nutriment, 
although a great deal is taken into tha 
stomach. Porter and beer, for example, 
fill up the stomach and seem to moke per- 
sons fleshy, but there is but little nutri- 
ment and great bulk; but great beer-drink- 
ers nm never strong, they ar* petty.
